Prince ok a
fiying start, and cam¢ down the quarter
under tho wira *like a streak of lizhtning’'
in 301§ seconds, lowering the world's profas-
sional record, which was 8475,  The marvel-
ous speed attained by Prince on that rougn
course wouid have bean 27 or 25 on a smooth
track. He rode a tweaty-three pound wheel
geared to sevent) -two 1uches, icvolists at
the track gathered arouud Princs and con-
gratulated him on his great feat.

One day
betng bard up for box talent, the mauager
pressoed Camp iote service, although the
voungster bud no experlence la this Huoe, He
bad pleoty of spead, however, and soon mus-
tered the ourves. He at onoce branched out
65 & “'‘phenom," and before the season cuded
was pitching for teams in Seward and other
towns in Nebraska, 1o 1800, whes Rookwetl
took the management of the Sesttle team,
ouo of the first men signed was ~IKid" Camp.
ln his first professional season  the
young pitcher made & ereditable record
sud last  seasop. continuing with the
same team, he developed into ths star bitcher
of tue loague, Last full he made the rip 1o
California with the champion Portlands and
stiracted s great deal of attention by bis flne
work. He was snappod up by the Pittsbureg
league Leam over the protest of the Seattle
clup, which bsileved itself entitled 10 neld
him as a reserved player. Tbe powers that
be iv base ball decided, bhowever, thst the
reserved rule was dead, and the ~Kid" went
to Pittsburg thisspring. There he was riven
no chauce Lo show his worth, being kept on
the beieh while the veleran stars pitshed,
and was oocasionally pot o 1o finlsh out &
game whioh one of themn had already lost. la
Juno the Soattle club, being io need of nuotber
strong pitober, secured Uamp's relouss from
Pittshurg, aod be roturned tothe town which
has witnessed practically all of his cureer as
a professional ball player.
